While this advance continues on the sn-
tire front botween tha Dnlester and the
Carpathians, the official report carries news
of further successes by the Russians in
northarn Volhynia toward Koval and the
eontinuation of the attack on the Bavarian
Mnas In the north near the Niemen.

The total capture of prisoners during the
day on the whole front s reported to be
more than 10,000 officera and men.

Follbwing s the text of last night's ofMcial
report:

South of the Plnsk marshes we had
fmportant new succemses yesterday. In
the region of Kostooukhova (northwest
of Czartorysk) we captured an entire
anemy battery and took prisoner 22
officers and 360 soldlers. Northwest of
Baznitohl, on the Styr north of Kolkl,
we yesterday captured two cannon,
three muchine gunsand 2300 prisoners.
North of Stegroutaiatine we captured
snamy trenches and took more than 200
prisoners and one machine gun.

Between the Styr and the Stokhod,
west of Sokul and southward, ths en-
amy launched wvaln counter-attacks
under the protection of artillery,

In Gallcla, after Intense artillery
preparation, we took an edergetic of-
fensive west of the lower Htripa and
on tha right bank of tha Dnlester. The
enemy was defeated and driven hack.
Our troops are approaching the Koro-
plec (a tributary of the Dnlester, par-
allel to the Stripa, and 11 miles further
wast) and the Souhoacesk (a southern
tributary, opposite and a little west of
the Koroplec) Rivers. We took here
yenterday nearly 5000 prisoners wnd 11
machine guns,

In an attack on the village of Vert-
Biki ths Germans recelved our troops
with liguid fire. Owing to thslr con-
duct we put all the Germans to the
bayonet when we captured the village.

Dr. Paul J. Sartaln, who |8 corresponding
pecretary of the Geographleal Soclety of
Philadelphin, does not regard this as a
probable theory, but at the ofMicen of the
United States Hydrograpaw Bureauw, in the
Bourse DBullding, it waa sald that reporta
of arriving veasels show that the CGulf
stream varles almost dally In Ita changes,
and that under the influence of atronm
ennterly winds, fish of all sorts would enally
ba driven with It to waters far more Inland
than those they usunlly Infest.

Coneernipng  the Gulf Stream theory,
George S, Bliss, director of the United States
Weather Bureau hero, doeos not regard (t
an plausible ng that the poor home supply
of food fish ncecounts for the foraging of
gharks in more remote places, *“While the
queation Is not one that comes under my
dopartment oMoelally.” sald Mr. Bllas, "1
would personally attribute the presence of
sharks along the bathing beaches to hun-
ger and a search for food that they cannot
obtain In thelr usual grounds. From per-
sons 1 have talked with I have besn in-
formed that the fshing along the New Eng-
Jand coast has besn unusually poor this
peanon, and 1 would not be surprised if this
condition extenda to the southarn waters,
whers the sharks are more numerous.'

"Doctor Sartain, In dipcussing the Gulf
Stroam an a possibld factor in the solution
of the gquestion. deciared that no declded
change of the courss of that mysterious
current had been reported within his knowl-
edge. Such a candition, ha asserted, would
result in ellmatlie changea along thoe shorea
affected by the Gulf Stream that would
liken that of England to Labrador snd at
the samea time ralse proportionately the tem-
perature of the Amerlean seaconst wnshed
by the current. Examlnation of the rec-
ords of water temperatures taken by the
Hydrographic Burenu show no radical or
ununual phenomena In the temperatura of
the water at Atlantic bathing places org
Mexican ports.

"True, not & summer presed without
mome ‘maneater’ belng taken along the New
Jerney or long Island coast, and some-
times the ‘monster’ reaches a length of so
much an elght feet, but thess ‘mancaters’
usunlly resolve themnelves Into harmless,
If ugly-looking sand sharks.

WHEN SHARKS BITE.

“Sharits  bolonging to the two renlly
diangerous specien, the white shark and the
blus shark, are ococaslonally taken off our
consts, but so far as [ am awnare, ‘there s
no record of any fully grown {individual
ever having been taken within hundredas of
miles of New York. Cases of ahark-bilte
do now and than oceur, but thers la n great
differenca between being attacked by a
ahark and belng bitten by one, and the
cases of mhark-bite are usually found to
have bean due to mome one Incautiousy ap-
proaching a shark impounded or tangled In
A net or hasping on the shore. And, under
such elrcumstances, Almost any creature
wiil bite."

A few yenrs ago Herman Oelrichs,
through the Now York Sun, offered $600
for an authenticated case of & man having
been attacked by a shark In temperate
waters. The Inck of response [ndicated
that wvirtually thers s no danger from
these faunn, according to . Lucas, who
cantinues: “One of the commonest Htate.
menta Is that “the shark bit off the man's
leg as though It were a carrot,’ an aasertion
that shows that the maker or writer of It
had lttle idea of the strength of the
apparatus needed o perform such an
amputation

"Certainly no shark recorded as haying
been taken In thess waters could possibly
parform such an act, though this might
poour If a shark, 30 feet or more In length,
happened to catch a man fairly on the knea
joint where no severing of the bona was
necessury.”

MANEATERS' STRENGTH.

Contrary to general bellef, the shark (s
not strong In the jaws, Doctor Lucas telly
of having witnessed the efforts of a 12-foot
shark to cut a chunk out of a sea llon, dead
for & week and. supposedly tender, “but
the shark tugged ana thrashed and made o
great-to-do over each mouthtul.

Bharks were among tne very earllest of
fishes to bo found on the earth, The trus
sharks, among which are the dangerous
Kind. have nasal apparatus well devaloped

“Sharks are more dopondent on amell in
finding thelr food than most flshes,” assert
Doctora Nichols and Murphy. “As a rule,
they are rather sluggish, but eapable of at-
taining great speed when axclted. Most of
them have o formidable array of teeth and
eat living food, yet are ready to turn to the
humble role of scavenger. Few authenti-
cated cases exist of thelr attacking a living
man In the water,

"Undoubtadly, the true man-eater shark,
which Is the largest specion of the mackerel
sharks, a group contalning the most active,
mott voraclous and swiftest formas, would
not hesitate to do =o0; but since chis Is
everywhere a rare flsh, It is a popular fal-
lacy to call any large, fAarce-looking shark
A ‘maneater’,

THE FISH DESCRIBED.

“There I8 something pecullarly sinister
In & shark's make-up. The wmight of his
dark, lean fin lasily cutting zigzags in the
surface of some guiet, sparkling summer
sea and then alipping out of sight not to
appear agaln suggests an evil spirit

“Hia leering, chinless face, his great
mouth with it rows of knifeless teeth,
which he knows too well how to use on
the fsherman's. gear, the relentleas fury
with which, when his last heur has came,
he thrashes on deck and snapa st his ene-
mies; his toughness, his brutal nerveless
vitality and insensibility to physical injury,
full to ellett the admiration one feels for the
dashing, brilllant destructive gastronomio

and religlous, not only hera In America
but In Europe and Asin as well. The
Europenn war seams to have called a halt
in democratlie progress, but those whosa
falth in democracy Is based on the firm he.
ltef that there Is nn Inner light which
lighteth every man that cometh Into the
world are convinced that this can only de-
Iny but not prevent democratic progress

"“The Inner llght of every man Is devel-
oped by freedom, by giving a man oppor.
tunity to determine In a measure the con-
ditlons of hia life and to take the re
sponsibility for his cholee. For Instance, a
slave who 18 obedlent ta a good master will
lead 'a blamelesa 1ife, But he can never have
the power or the (naight of the man who Ie
fres to choosa his acta; the free man will
make mistakes, If he has spirit and in-
Itiative, and he will suffer for them, but
he will gain wisdom which Is obtalnable in
no other way. A benevolent despotlsm
might provide the most orderly and effl
clent government, but & democracy makes
men.  Such lberty, coupled with respongl-
bility, a Frienda' meeting offers us, We
are not only free to speak Hf we feel the fm-
pulse and free to Influence the meeting In
any way wa can, but the meating Is unsat.
isfactory and the fault Is ours, If we don't
do our part.

‘Tiach member has a responsibility In
regard to the quality of the silence and the
character of the woclnl Intercourse, nnd ho
should not only ba willing to help the moeet-
ing by the spoken word If the eall soams to
oome, but should even be on the wateh for
the call and welcomo It, for it may come
to any ona whether he han n partlcular gift
for npeaking or not, As by doing wo learn
momathing that cannot be learned from
books, so by thinking owver our own re-
lgloug thoughts and expreasing them in
maeting wo galn somathing that cannot he
galned by merely Inviting the religlous
thoughts and feolingn of another.

“*This then is the grest opportunity of
a Friends’ meeting, the opportunity and
the responsibility of rellglous expression
which makes us grow. Thus sur mestings,
like the political democracy, tend to mukg
men. What may wae expect to recajve in
n Friends' meeting? Surely not sermons,
preached with authority or oratlons om-
bellished by the flowers of rhetorle, but If
the members are as they should be, all
looking toward the light from their aif-
ferent angles and humbly seeking in dif-
ferent ways to hasten the coming of God'n
kingdom opon earth, they will ba able to
find thoughts helpful to one another. Fven
when the anguage I8 awkward, when the
thoughts sxpressed are not new to us, there
Is always an Inspiration In coming in touch
with the ideals and aspirations of our fel-
lows. When a large b of bers
ocensionally speak In mesting, as 1 belleve
they should, then thera are two advantages
over the church servies—the many points
of view that are given us and the encours
agement of fellowship, of knowing the
u:nrltlnns not ut one, but many of our
fellowsa.”
